






























A confrontation yesterd 

eine students who wanted 
the American flag lowered to 
half-mast and those who 
refused to allow this action was 
ended when President Werner 
A. Baum questioned the 
legality of lowering the 
American flag and agreed to 
lower the RI. state flag 
instead. 

Those protecting the flag 
were led by several male 
students who had been in 
classes and noticed the flag 
flying at half-mast. These 
students put the flag to the top 
of the pole and formed a tight 
group around the base of the 
pole to prevent the flag from 
being lowered again. 

Student strikers began to 
gather to protest, and stnke 
marshals quickly moved onto 
the scene, joining hands in a

Total Commitment Pushed 
By Strike Speakers Mon. 


“It’s a hell of a lot harder to 
build a strike than to obtain an 
education at URI,” Paul 
Crowley, SMC Chairman and 
Strike Committee member told 
striking students yesterday at a 
workshop session. “Essentially 
we are trying to build a 
university in three days. We are 
going to educate ourselves.” 

Rick Nathan another 
committee member added that 
““uniless we raise our 
commitment to pass. the 
referendum Tuesday for 
continuance of the strike, our 
operation will fizzle. We must 
keep rallying.” In reference to 
what students will do if the 
strike continues he stated, ““We 
must develop alternate 
structures or people won't have 
anything to do. 

Crowley suggested that 
students and professors form 
groups to discuss the strike as 
“professors and students are all 
equals and can learn from each 
other.” 

Crowley said “to build a 
new society we have to build a 
new university.” To those 
students worried about term 
papers or forthcoming exams, 
Crowley said, “anything less 
than total commitment is no 
good. Either you are 100% for 
the strike or 100% against it. 

He, and other speakers 


emphasized that for every 
student now committed to the 
Strike five more students are 
needed. “We want totally 
committed people who will get 
other people to become totally 
committed,” he said. ! 

Ken Mills, philosophy 
professor from Yale, supported 
Crowley’ S point and ‘added that 

“it is better to get a small 
bunch of people who are 
dedicated than a large bunch 
who do nothing.” “It is a 
question of individual 
dedication. Do something, get 
yourself together. Do it. Do it 
now,” he said. 


A native Cuban spoke up 
and asked the audience to see 
both sides of the issue, as a 
reminder that violence does 
not counteract violence. 


Crowley informed the 
audience that on Wednesday a 
new college is to be reopened 
in the university, He declared 
URI to be an open community 
and extended an open 
invitation to everyone in the 
state to come tomorrow. 


Mills in conclusion said that 
“The university is not being 
destroyed by you. It is being 
opened for people as it belongs 
to them. We are shutting the 
university down in order to 
open it up.”

President Baum was called 
to the area and stated that he 
had not had time to act upon 
the Student Senate resolution 
passed Sunday evening which 
called for lowering the flag. He 
said that there was a question 
of legality involved, because 
the American flag cannot be 
lowered “without executive 
order from the President of the 
United States or from one of 
the governors of the fifty 
states.” 


Dr. Baum agreed to allow 
the RJ. state flag to be 
lowered, saying that it was 
within his power to lower it on 
his own initiative.”’ Dr. William 
Croasdale, assistant to the 
president, immediately left to 
get assistance, lower the state 
flag and keep the American 
flag flying at the top of the 
pole. 


The state flag was lowered at 
about 12:15 p.m. by Dr. 
Croasdale, Vice-President for 


- State Flag at Half-mast, 


Business Affairs Joseph 
O'Connell, and two campus 
policemen. The crowd 


dispersed after this action, and 
returned to the main rally on 
the quadrangle. 


President Baum apparently 
contacted Governor Frank 
Licht’s office in the interim 
concerning the legality 
question, and the Governor 
conferred with members of his 
staff and with people in 
Washington. President Baum 
was then informed that he had 
legal permission to lower the 


This morning Baum met 
with Student Senate President 
Tony Robinson and Vice 
President Joyce Kroeller to 
work out an acceptable 
proposal. As of 10 a.m. this 
morning, 4 Compromise seemed 
forthcoming between the 
senate’s wish to lower the flag 
until the war's end, and Baum’s 
deadline of May 30.

administration when it 1s 
wrong. 


A Marine reserve member, 
Jeff Gerald, spoke on the 
restriction of his mghts as a 
U.S. citizen by the Marines. He 
said that those who do not 
support the strike are not the 
patnotic Americans. 


Father Inman appeared at 
the rally to endorse the strike. 
He said that he has seen the 
“busted cannon™ on campus 
and hoped that ail cannons 
throughout the world will soon 
be in the same condition. 


Professor Elton Ruyack ol 
the Economics Dept. who 
announced last Friday that he 
would cancel classes said that, 
“URI will no longer follow the 
rest of the nation” referring to 
the action of URI as being one 
of the tirst colleges in the 
nation to strike claases. He also 
touched upon the subject of 
Nixon’s focus on ecology 
“Nixon’s administration has 
voted $40 million for the 
environment program for next 
year,” he said, “but this 
amount runs the War in 


Southeast Asia for only 12 
hours.” 


The subject of military 
contracts at URI was sharply 
criticized by Mike Morgan, 
who presented a_ statistical 
account of the funds being 
used by URI in military 
contracts. The military 
contracts at URI equal $5.4 
million, he said, and $3.1 
million of this is in defense 
contracts. He urged that the 
University separate itself from 
the Department of Defense 
entirely. 

Dr. Gutchen, Dr. Stein, and 
Professor Roughton of the 
History Dept. all added their 
support to the stnke, urging 
that the strike should not be a 
transient action against the 
war 

Dr. Stein urged that the 
Faculty Senate get together to 
make a statement on this issuc 
He also asked that Governor 
Licht call the Assembly back 
into session to consider the bill 
which was killed in cammittee 
that no drafting of state 
citizens into the army be made 
outside the U.S. in an 
undeclared war 


Professor Roughton 
attacked the military action of 
the U.S. as always following 
the “almighty dollar’ and 
urged a protestation of life at 
home as well as abroad. Dr 


Gutchen asked that letters be 
sent to Nixon = expressing 
protest over the war

It is 
impossible for us to be so completely committed 
to an ending of violence in Southeast Asia and even 
think of community violence at home. We must 
not do so, because we will lose everything—our 
values, Our morals, and ultimately our rights. 

The next question is one of students’ rights.

Some students interviewed 
in the Rams’ Den expressed 
opposition to the stnke, One 
student declared, “If thei 
cause is so righteous, why do 
they have to deface university 
property and intimidate 
students into participating in 
the strike. This shouldn't be 
necessary if they have such a 
large following.”” This student 
was speaking of the word 
“strike” written in red spray 
paint on the sign at the main 
entrance to campus and the 
claims of large-scale 
participation for the strike. 


If the administration says 
that the university has a 
civilizing function they should 
support this action, said Mills. 
if they move apainst this 
action, he said then “it will be 
clear who are the agents of 
destruction. 


_ “Winning will take a long 
time,” he said, “and even if 
you must return to regular 
classes next fall at least you 
will have established that

Baum Reaffirms 
‘Middle Position’ 
In Student Strike 


President Werner A. Baum, 
in & BEACON interview 
yesterday explained his stand 
concerning the student strike 
saying “I think I can do the 
greatest service to the 
university by maintaining my 
middle position. [ think the 
only solution to the present 
situation is a gradual return to 
the middle, and I intend to set 
the example by maintaining 
equilibrium.” 





“There may eventually be a 
war between the left and the 
right, and the right is going to 
win. I’m willing to bet that in a 
couple of years I'll have te 
fight like hell to protect 
professors like Stein and 
Rayack.”’ (Professors Stein and 
Rayack were two of the 
faculty members who spoke in 
favor of the student strike at 
last Friday’s emergency rally.) 


Asked if instructors 
supporting the stnke and 
cancelling their classes could be 
fired or denied tenure for 
breach of contract. President 


Baum answered “Of course 
not.” 

President Baum in a

Library Rally 
Peaceful, Two 
Workers Enter 


About 150 strike supporters 
gathered yesterday in front of 
the library to try to convince 
Student employees not to 
report to work. The peaceful 
demonstration lasted half an 
hour. The moye came as a 
campus-wide effort to 
encourage all student 
employees to go on strike in 
support of the national protest 
against U.S. agression in 
Cambodia. 

Spokesmen for the group 
said that they did not want to 
prevent students from entering 
the building, nor did they want 
to disrupt the normal 
procedure there. At one point 
some of the students wanted to 
take books off the shelves and 
bnng them to the return tables 
or check them out and return 
them immediately. However, 
the student employees and 
others said that they did not 
want to create more work for 
themselves and that they did 
not want to interfere with the 
functioning of the library. 

One student employee, who 
had been fired from the staff 
for not reporting for work, said 
that the incident hud nothing 
to do with the strike and that 
he did not want it to be used as 
a means of gathering support 
for the strike. He also said that 
he had been rehired. 

According to a library 
spokesman, only two of the 
ten students who § were 
Supposed to report to work 
actually came in. He said 
however, that this would have 
no effect on the normal 
functioning of the library 

The group remained on the 
steps to the building for about 
& half hour discussing several 
plans for Tuesday. They 
pointed Out that many of the 
student workers in Roger 
Willen and Butterfield dining 
halls have refused to work 

During the meeting, one 
Hudent mentiongd the killing 
of the four student protestors 
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at Kent State University, and 
said “‘we don’t want this to 
happen here.” He continued to 
repeat that the strike 
committee has continually 
preached non-violence and that 
this must remain the condition 
at URI.
